OTAL INCOME TAX 
UP TO ESTIMATE. 


the Fiscal Year Now Closing and 
More may be Paid.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Indi- 
viduals and corporations through- 
out the country paid an income tax 
during the fiscal year now closing 
of $330,666,628. 

Of this total $170,037,040 was 
paid by corporations and $160,528,- 
588 by individuals. The total yield 
exceeded the estimates of officials 
at the time of reframing the income 
tax schedules last September. The 
total is subject to revision and with 
other returns expected during the 
ten days grace allowed by law may 
reach $335,000,000. 

The total tabulated today, al- 
though exceeding the estimate made 
upon the passage of the amend- 
ment, does not exceed recent esti- 
mates of the Treasury Department 
which were made the basis of caicu- 
lation in drafting the income tax 
section of the war revenue bill now 
before Congress. A return, under 
present taxes, of from $325,000,000 
to $340,000,000, was anticipated this 
year in making the necessary com- 
putations for what the proposed war 
tax would yield.

WILL SAVE GRAPES. 


INSECT ENEMIES AND DISEASES 
CAN BE CONTROLLED. 


Good Crop of Berries is Assured 
if Schedule is Carried Out, but 
Small Owners do not Realize 
Advisability of Spending Little | 
Money and Time. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE j 
WASHINGTON, May 27. — Grape 
insect enemies and diseases may be 
controlled and a good crop of ‘the 
berries practically assured if a care- 
ful spraying schedule is carried out, 
says A. L. Quaintance of the Bureau 
of Entomology and C. L. Sheer of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Owners of small orchards 
and vineyards do not sufficiently ap- 
preciate the fact, the specialists 
point out, that by the expenditure 
of a little time and money a large 
proportion of the fruit may be saved, 
repaying many times the trouble in- 
volved in its protection. 

The principal insect enemies of 
the grape are the grape berry moth, 
the grape root worm, the rose 
chafer, the grape leaf folder and the 
eight-spotted forester, all of which 
are eating inspects; and the grape 
leaf hopper end the brown grape 
aphis, sycking insects. The princi- 
pal diseases which attack grapes are 
black rot, downy mildew, powdery 
mildew and anthracnose. 

The use of combination spray 60- 
lutions containing chemicals which 
act as insectides or fungicides is ad- 
vocated by the specialists. The fol- 
lowing spray schedule is recom- 
mended: 

SPRAY SCHEDULE. 


First application: About a week 
before the blossoms open. or when 
the shoots are twelve to eighteen 
inches long, spray with Bordeaux 
mixture, 4-3-50, for ‘fungus diseases, 
adding two to three pounds of ar- 
senate of lead paste, or one-half that 
quantity of the powdered form, for 
flea beetle, rose chafer, etc. 

Second application: Just after the 
blossoms fall spray with the same 
materials as in the first application 
for the same fungus diseases and in- 
sects and for the grape berry moth, 
grape leaf folder and adults of the 
grape root worm. 

Third application: About two 
weeks later use Bordeaux mixture, 
4-3-50: arsenate of lead paste, two 
to three pounds; 40 per cent. nico- 
tine sulphate, one part to 1500 parts 
of the spray mixture, for fungus dis- 
eases, berry moth, light spotted for- 
ester, grape leaf folder, brown grape 
apris, grape root worm and 
leaf hopper. To destroy the leaf hop- 
per direct the spray against the low- 
er surface of the leaves. To control 
the berry moth thoroughly coat the 
grape bunches with the spray. 

Fourth application: About ten 
days later, or when the fruit is near- 
ly grown, if black rot or mildew are 
still appearing spray with neutral 
copper acetate or verdgris et the 
rate of one pound to fifty gallons 
of water.

AT CRUCIAL POINT. 


CATALONIA AGITATES FOR 


Economic State of Affairs in Gen- 
eral Demands Speedy Action by 
the Cabinet, as Strikes are Under 
Discussion by Ratlroad Em- 
ployees and the Laborites. — 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
PARIS, June 17.—Some light is 
thrown on the present situation in 
Spain, which has been the cause of 
misgivings recently, by a special cor- 
respondent of the Petit Parisien, who 
has been making an investigation 
there. He wires the following sum- 


mary of the situation which made 
the position of the late Cabinet un- 
tenable and presents an acute prob- 
lem for the new Ministry: 

First of all, the situation in Cata- 
lonia (a distdict of about 12,400 
square miles in the northeast of 

in, with a population of nearly 
2,000,000, whose capital is Barce- 
lona,) is critical. The inhabitants 
are aroused against the Spanish gov- 
ernment and are agitating insistent- 
ly for complete independence. One 
faction openly declares in a Barce- | 
lona newspaper that it will obey no 
law not passed by Catalonians for 
Catalonians, and demands independ- 
ence at any price. 

Aside from this local situation, 
the correspondent finds that the 
economic state of affairs in genera!) 
demands speedy action by the Cab- 
inet. Strikes are under discussion 
by all railroad employees and most 
of the industrial workers. The cost 
of living has advanced 15 to 25 per 
cent in the last three months, and 
now the poor can no longer endure 
the strain. 

The supply of coal is so scanty that 
it is almost impossible to operate 
trains. Stagnation of the export 
trade, owing to the submerine war- 
fare, is resulting in growing irrita- 


Finally, there is the external sit- 
vation which everywhere is recog- 
nized as grave for Spain, and which 
the correspondent says is made in- 
finitely troublesome by espionage, 
German intimidation and the Ger- 
manophile press which has wounded 
and antagonized Spanish pride.

ACQUISITION OF KOREA. 

This hag been sho by the policy 
she has pursued, a p which has 
brought about the acquisition of 
Korea, the absorption of Southern 
Manchuria and now practical con- 
trol of Shantung, the province which 
Germany dominated through her 
acquisition of Kiao Chou. Japan has 
taken Kiao Chou and has promised 
to restore it to China, but at least 
she will keep the railroad and other 
concessions and through their con- 
trol will have another line of ap- 
Proach to Peking. The Japanese 
government deeply resented the atti- 
tude of the United States in conneoc- 
tion with the drastic demands made 
two years ago upon China, an atti- 
tude which compelled her to forego 
certain conditions that would put 
the Celestial republic under Japa- 
nese control. By her course of ac- 
tion during the past few years, 
Japan has acquired an influence 
in China which she is determined 
to keep at all hazards. She 
feels the time has come when 
she can assert that irfiuence and 
get the greatest results. She has 
adopted the attitude that she must 
firet be consulted with reference to 
Chinese affairs. To do anything of 
the kind would mean recognition 
that China was under Japanese tu- 
telage. It is held by Japanese that 
Japan occupies the same relation to 
China that this country does to 
Mexico. They point out that Japan 
did not interfere in Mexicar af- 
fairs in spite of the effect of the 
revolution on Japanese subjects and 
interests, and they assert that Japan 
would not do so without first ap- 
proaching this government. Why, 
then, should the United States in- 
terfere in Chinese affairs without 
prior consultation with the Tokio 

President authorized Secre- 
tary Lansing to send a note to 
China urging the factions in that 
country to reach an agreement in 
the interest of peace, because he 
believed this action would be ad- 
vantageous not only to the Chinese 
people, but to the Allied cause. 
China figures in international af- 
fairs on the same par with the Bal- 
kans as a trouble breeder. This 
country has a large moral influence 
in China by reason of general know!l- 
edge that we are not arimated by 
any selfish designs, have no desire 
for Chinese territory, and are anx- 
ious only that China shall continue 
independent. Such a step as that 
taken by the Secretary of State or- 
dinarily would not give rise to the 
slightest suspicion of concern. 
LANSING’'S ACTION. 


Following the dispatch of this 
note, Secretary Lansing communi- 
cated his action to Great Britain, 
Japan and France and requested 
these powers to make similar rep- 
resentations. The world knows 
Great Britain politely declined and 
Japan frankly said she would not 
do so and began to inquire what lay 

k of our conduct. 

Great Britain's declination was a 
tremendous surprise to this govern- 
ment. It had been believed in view 
of our unselfish entrance into the 
War in support of the Allied cause, 
that the London authorities would 
not fail to carry out any suggestion 
we might make, but Great Britain 
and Japan are tied together in a 
formal alliance. Japan is looking 
after all British interests in the Far 
East and Japan is even under ob- 
ligations to land troops in India 
should a revolution break out in 
that country. British interests there- 
fore caused Mr. Balfour to refrain 
from such a step as that proposed 
by the President. Thus the United 
States is left to deal with Japan 
alone in connection with China. It 
is an extremely fortunate thing for 
both countries that within a few 
weeks a Japanese commission, 
clothed with high powers, will arrive 
in Washington. 

With that commission Secretary 
Lansing will discuss the entire Far 
Eastern situation. He will be able 
to remove from the minds of Baron 
Ishii and his colleagues the Japanese 
impression that American prepara- 
tions are connected directly or indi- 
rectly with events across the Pacific. 
He will give assurance that this gov- 
ernment has no purpose to meddle 
unnecessarily in Chinese affairs: 
that all we want of and from China 
is peace and order and a market for 
our goods and that in desiring this 
condition, we are in full sympathy 
with Japan. 

It is regarded as not unlikely that 
the visiting commission will raise 
the question of the most favored na- 
tion treatment for Japanese immi- 
grants. With all the desire in the 
world to be friendly to Japan, the 
President could not get a bill through 
Congress which would open a door 
to Japanese subjects on the same 
terms as to those of other nations. 
In view_of this fact, it is hoped that 
consideration will cause Baron Ishii 
to abandon making any representa- 
tions on the immi tion question. 

There is little doubt the present 
situation in Japan, provoked by our 
action in reference to China, will be 
alleviated. Both Great Britain and 
France are expected to use their in- 
fluence in Tokio to induce the au- 
thorities there to attach to the m- 
cident the same importance the 
American officials do. The latter 
term it a “tempest in a teapot.” 
but the American people should 
wake up to the fact that Japan will 
not deviate from the policy she has 
determined upon, that she resents 
our attitude and will continue to do 
go, and thet unless we intend to sup- 
port by force the interests we have

an enormous factor in this conflict 
and will, I believe, grow even more 
decisive,” said Signor Marconi to- 
day.

and discovery and research, much of 
which will redound to humanity in 
value when applied to more Chris- 
tian functions than killing one an- 
other.”

AT WASHINGTON. 


EXPRESSES GRATITUDE FOR 
OUR RELIEF WORK. 


Diplomats Bring Thattus of Mar- 
tyred Nation and will Discuss 
with American Officials the 
Reparation to be Demanded from 
Germany for Her Violated Faith.

WASHINGTON, June 17.-—Bel- 
gium’s diplomatic mission came to 
Washington today to express its 
gratitude for America’s relief work 
and to discuss with American om 
cilals the reparation that is to be 
demanded of Germany for her vio- 
lated faith at the beginning of the 


war and international crimes which 
have followed it.“ 

The mission was received with all 
the courtesies and probably with 
deeper emotions than the official 
missions of the greater nations who 
preceded them. Secretary Lansing, 
Counsellor Polk, Assistant Secretary 
Phillips of the State Department, 
greeted them at the station after 
which they motored to the home of 
Larz Anderson, former Minister to 
Pelgium, which is to be their head- 
quarters, 

Baron Ludovic Moncheur, chief of 
the political bureau of the Belgian 
Foreign Office and for eight years 
Minister to this country, is the head 
of the mission. It is understood he 
expects to confine his efforts in the 
United States largely to the ultimate 
peace qvestions rather than to im- 
mediate war needs. In the latter he 
will find his wishes already met, for 
the United States shortly after its 
entrance into the war, took over the 
entire cost of the relief in Belgium.

Without a larger margin 
from our abundant food supply, 
only to be secured by individual ef- 
forts and volunteer sacrifice, the 
war will be prolonged, and thou- 
sands of lives, not only of men, but 
also of women and children, need- 
lessiy lost. The guiding hand of 
women in the home can alone con- 
trol in this matter. 

“Furthermore this is not alone a 
war question. The high prices which 
are being so hard on the poor and 
the more moderate wage earners in 
this country are partially due to 
the shortage of supplies in. the 
world’s markets, and the saving in 
consumption and waste which can 
be made will lessen the prices to 
those of our own people which 
must be our first solicitude. In all 
of the arrangements which we plan 
to make during the forthcoming 
year for the supply of our Allies, 
we will bear the first regard to 
our own people, that they shall 
have plenty, provided that they eat 
wisely and without waste. 


EFFORTS AT SAVING. 


All effort at saving must be 
directed toward the great national 
and international situation. These 
efforts must also be made in unison 
and by all of us. Therefore, the 
grouid work of direction must be 
national in character, calculated not 
only to effect national economy but 
also to serve the war interests of 
the country as a whole. 

“These directions will require sup- 
plement from time of time, of local 
character, and we propose in the first 
instance to send out directions to 
each member (directly, and r 
legislation is completed and the food 
administration is erected, to co- 
operate with the State government 
by decentralizing administration as 
far as possible into their hands 
through the various food committees. 

COUNCIL OF DEFENSE. 

“Inasmuch as before legislation is 
completed, the food administration 
has no representative throughout 
the country. the National Council of 
Defense is kindly requesting all the 
State councils of defense, with the 
assistance of women's committee of 
the National Council of Defense to 
undertake the registration. This 
registration will begin July 1 and 
will continue intensively for fifteen 
days, and will consist simply in ask- 
ing every woman in the country to 
volunteer in this important service 
by signing and mailing to the food 
administrator, conservation division, 
Washington, the foreign pledge: 

1am glad to join you in the 
service of food conservation for our 
nation and I hereby accept mem- 
bership in the United States food 
administration, pledging myself to 
earry out the directions and advice 
of the food 
conduct of my household in so far 
as my circumstances permit.’ 

“We not only want the name and 
address, but we want the number of 
persons in the household, we want 
to know whether the household em- 
ploys a cook, whether it has a gar 
den, and we want to know the oc- 
cupation of the breadwinner. There 
are no fees or dues to be paid. The 
food administration wishes now to 
have as members all of those actual- 
ly handling food in the home. , 
HOUSEHOLD TAG. 

“On receipt of the pledge we will 
send out preliminary instructions 
and a household tag to be hung in 
the window. The insignia of the 
food administration will consist of 
the national shield, surrounded by 
heads of wheat, and we hope to have 
the shield displayed on every home 
in the United States. 

“We have the promise of support 
from many hundreds of women’s or- 
ganizations in the recruiting of our 
membership, and the women's com- 
mittee plan to take upon themselves 
much of the responsibility for this 
work. We feel confident that all the 
women's organizations in the coun- 
try will tall in with the President's 
request and actively organize and 
support our campaign. ,As time 
presses we will need all such agen- 
cies to have their plans of campaign 
for pledging with the State Coun- 
cells of Defense before July 1. 

“With the assistance of various 
trained women in the country, we 
are formulating committees on 
democratic economy, and from lead- 
ers oh the subject of nutrition we 
are arranging committees on food 
conservation and utilization, and we 
propose with their advice to furnish 
information from time to time to 
the members of the administration 
as to the manner in which they can 
best serve the national interests in 
food conservation.

Tractors Now Doing Much of 
Agricultural W ork.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 15.—Prac- 
tically $100,000 revenue has been 
added to the State’s road fund 
through the license collections of the 
Secretary of State thus far this 
year. Already are listed about 
15,700 motor cars, a gain of large 
size over last year’s total of 9430. 
Phoenix alone is buying 100 motor 
cars a month, added tog2500 already 
listed in the city. Here a horse- 
drawn vehicle is becoming à rarity. 
Much of the agricultural work also 


is done by . tractors, while the 
creameries operate veritable motor 


roadside twice a day on routes that 
cover several hundred miles. 

In cities of over 8000 population 
within Arizona, fire insurance com- 
panies collected last year premiums 
amounting to $616,598. Upon this 
is placed a State tax of $12,312. 
Half this sum, under the law, has 
been distributed to the various 
municipalities, for fire department 

uses. Gencraily it ts used for pur- 
chase of new equipment, but here it 
may start a flreman's relief fund. 

Assessment of Arizona telephone 
lines has been completed by the 
Tax Commission. The gross valua- 
tion will be §2,883,587, on 40,712 
miles of wire, an increase of 6718 
over last year’s mileage. 

START RAIL SURVEY. 

Engineers have started on a pre- 
liminary survey of the Prescott and 
Phoenix Short Line Railway, from 
Glendale to Turkey station, a dis- 
tance of seventy miles. The balance 
of a total distance of 105 miles be- 
tween Prescott and Phoenix will be 
over existing lines of the Santa Fe 
system, which already operates a 
road between the two points, via 
Wickenburg, about thirty-five miles 
longer. 

The Postoffice Department and 
Arizona Corporation Commission 
are combined in an investigation of 
the Arizona Eastern Publicity Com- 
pany of Pittsburgh, charged with 
attempting to sell stock in Arizona 
without rst securing a license 80 
to do. The concern has mailed let- 
ters, announcing its intention of 
Starting a magazine to cover the 
Arizona field. Each subecriber to 
the publication is to receive a dol- 
lar share in the operating ttock 
company. 

J. R. Beasley has been held under 
320,000 ball for the murder of John 
Bell near Chandler. At the pre- 
liminary examination was developed 
the fact that the men had quar- 
relled over ownership of land. Self- 
defense is set up. 

HENEYS LOSE DECISION. 

In the State Supreme Court a mo- 
tion for rehearing of the noted 
three R mining case, involving «a 
possible third share of Francis J.

of Patagonia realized $500,000, has 
been argued. Decision of the court 
was against the Heneys.

Mr. Mitchell was quick 
to acknowledge his error and cheer- 
fully produced a fine of $5. 

Charies Korrick, owner of one of 
the largest local department stores, 
has been arrested, on complaint of 
Thomas A. French, secretary of the 
Arizona State Federation of Labor, 
charged with twice signing the same 
referendum petition, that against 
the women's minimum-wage act. 
Mr. Korrick already had been ad- 
vised of his error by the Secretary 
of State, whom he had asked to 
strike off one of the signatures. La- 
borites allege that the petition was 
stuffed and are working hard to 
eliminate enough signatures to per- 
mit immediate enforcement of the 
act. Many requests to strike off 
names have been received by the 
Secretary of State. 

DETECTIVE SHIRKER? 

In the trial of a negro charged 
with bootlegging, impeachment was 
made of the testimony of a detective 
on the basis of his alleged registra- 
tion for the draft in Los Angeles 
Juné 3, which happened to be Sun- 
day. 80, in the absence of a certifi- 
cate, the defendant's attorney, Paul 
Geary, announced he would look 
further into the detective’s patriotic 
status.

Submarine Warfare Causes High 
Prices in Oriental Trade.

TOKIO, May 380.—The increasing 
number of ships sunk by submarines 


ia having a tremendous influence on 
the freight market in oriental wa- 
ters, according to officials of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha. one of 
Japan's largest steamship compa- 
nies. Cargo rates have risen to an 
unheard of plane. Shipowners have 
greatly added to their wealth, and 
express the opinion that their good 
fortune will continue much longer. 

On the trans-Pacific routes, for 
example, fourteen lines are operat- 
ng at present. Four of them are 
Japanese and the remaining ten for- 
eign. Four of these foreign lines 
are, however, continuing their trade 
with ships chartered in Japan. Thus 
the majority of ships on the Pacific 
are Japanese. 


Held Wis Grain Twelve Yeara.

Mr. Morgan is trying out this 


large-size “vacant lot“ experiment in 
the vicinity of El Monte and already 
the results have been such as to in- 
dicate the idea is worthy. | | | 

Hy see," said the El Monte 
man terday, “I can get just 80 
much — —— from the farmers and 
no more. But my orders always ex- 
ceed that amount and with a poten- 
tially multiplied demand during the 
war. period, this chronic condition of 
shortage would be even more seri- 
ous. And then the idea came, if the 
farmers can't keep my Cannery busy 
at top speed, why not turn farmer 
myself? The idea seemed good and 
although it is only a few weeks old, 
I have already put under cultivation 
800 acres of ‘vacant lot’ farm land, 
which I easily secured from people 
who were unable to care for it them- 
selves. By next year I hope to have 
1000 acres in hand and eventually 
Plan to control ‘vacant lot’ holdings 
sufficient to almost doudle the 
amount of produce 1 can secure 
from individual farmers. By ‘va- 
cant-lotting’ in the farm districts I 
am helping myself by keeping my 
Plant at full capacity and helping 
my country by giving it an increased 
supply of canned produce. I believe 
there is something of value in the 
idea for any fruit canner who has 
a patriotic desire to ald the coun- 
try’s conservation plans by an en- 
farged efficiency in his own produc- 
tion.“ 

That conditions may be the best 
possible for the growth to full ma- 
turity ef the infant idea, Mr. Mor- 
gan has secured the services of A. L. 
Clarke, agricultural expert of the 
University of California, who is ap- 
plying the latest acientific ranching 
so aaa to the farm land vacant 
ots. 

Mr. Morgan at present puts out 
about 60,000 cans a day, or enough 
to give every soldier in an army di- 
Vision of 120,000 men a heaping 
meal of vegetables every twenty-four 
hours. If he doubles his capacity 
by farming “vacant lots“ during the 
next year, 240,000 men could eat 
vegetables one a day, 120,000 twice 
a day, or 80,000 could have vVege- 
tables at every meal, all from the 
cannery. 


XPERT DISLIKES 
WOODEN SHIPS. 


ALEXANDER OARDLISLE SAYS 
THEY BELONG TO LOST ART. 


Declares American Oak is More 
Adaptable to Making Coffins than 

_ Vessels and that Greater Manual 
Effort is — to Bulla this 
Kind. 


IA POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

LONDON, May 29.—One of the 
foremost authorities on shipbulld- 
ing in the world, a man who helped 
build many of the German liners 
now interned in American ports, 
does not look with favor upon the 
proposal of the United States to 
build wooden ships to make up for 
the losses through the submarine 
warfare. He is Alexander Carlisle, 
late general manager of the ship- 
building firm of Harland & Wolff, 
Belfast, who ia widely known in 
America. The reason he advances is 
that wooden shipbuilding is a lost 
art. 

“The American oak,” sald Mr. 
Carlisie, “which is available for 
shipbuilding at the present time is 


better adapted for coffins than ships. 
The oak used in the wooden ships 
of the past came from France, and 
can no longer be obtained. It was 
light, and lent itself to the framing 
of the billiges and the fore and aft 
bodies. 

“Also, there is required a greater 
manual effort to build wooden ships 
than ships of steel or iron, and there 
are no men in Great Britain now 
skilled in building ships of wood; 
it is a lost art. In the case of wood- 
en ships, all is manual work, in 
truth, whereas in fron and steel 
ships the work is largely done by 
machinery, such as rollers, benders, 
punching and shearing. From no 
point of view which I have been 
able to adopt does the construction 
of wooden ships recommend itseif 
as a swift, commercial measure of 
meeting the submarine menace.’ 

Because of his intimate knowledge 
of the German liners in American 
ports, Mr. Carlisle does not believe 
they could be used as food carriers 
without extensive alterations. “The 
utility of the German liners interned 
in American ports is another big 
question,” added Mr. Carlisle: “I 
assisted in building some of the 
largest of them prior to 1910, so 
that I have personal knowledge of 
their capacity and possibilities. I 
had also the experience of crossing 
several times in their latest crea- 
tions, the Imperator, Vaterland, etc. 

“The majority are essentially pas 
senger ships and not carriers, and 
demand vast stores of coal and an 
immense personnel for navigation 
from one side of the Atlantic to the 
other. They cannot rendered 
torpedo-proof, and are even more 
likely to be sunk than the smaller 
ships which sall the sea. Ags trans- 


ports for troops they would, no 
doubt, have their uses, owing to 
their great accommodations for 


passengers, but as food carriers they 
would require very drastic conver- 


sion, which would probably prove 
— or less uneatiatactory when 
carried out.”

bring out their rags. The rags are 
wanted to make up for the shortage 
of woolen and cotton raw material 
for army clothing, blankets, eto, 

Everyone of the twenty-eight bor- 
oughs in the metropolitan area is to 
be canvassed before the summer is 
over. This means that the search 
for rags will be carried on in every 
nook and corner of the 700 square 
miles which comprises Greater Lon- 
don and that it is planned to make 
personal visits to at least half of 
the 600,000 buildings in the metro- 
politan area. No one who has not 
been in London long enough to 
realize what a great pile it is can 
form an adequate conception of what 
a vast task lies before these new- 
found rag pickers. 

To meet this competition t 
private rag picker has a new lin 
of barter that is quite unique; he 
now offers one or two pounds of po- 
tatoes for about eight pounds of 


rags. 

The housekeeper, who perhaps has 
not seen a potato for weeks, eagerly 
accepts this offer, forgetting that the 
market value of the potatoes is but 
7 cents a pound, while her rags are 
worth about 25 cents a pound at 
present prices.

Department of Agriculture Asks 
the Growers and Shippers to Get 
Busy in Ordering Supplies as 
Best Plan to Save Many Rich 
Crops.

WASHINGTON, June or- 
der to avoid serious delay and prob- 
able food loss during the approach- 
ing harvest season, growers and 
shippers are urged by the United 
States Department of Agriculture.to 
estimate accurately their needs and 
place their orders for barrels, crates, 
hampere, baskets and other con- 
tainers for food products at once. 


They should notif manufacturers 
to begin making deliveries immedi- 
ately, of at least as soon as their 
crops are reasonably assured. Larger 
supplies of containers will be need- 
ed this season than usual. Since 
crops of most perishable products 
must be moved as soon as ready to 
harvest, serious financial loss to 
growers and ghippers and failure to 
save’ needed crops may result un- 
less orders for packages are placed 
promptly and shipments begun 
within the next few weeks. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
in receipt of advice from widely-sep- 
arated parts of the United States 
that there may be a package short- 
age this season unless growers and 
shippers are Able to anticipate their 
needs. It will be diffieult for manu- 
facturers to meet the emergency 
should abnormal demand for addi- 
tional packages for perishable crops 
aries in the midst of the harvest sea- 
son. At that time, it is pointed out, 
traffic on railroads will be heaviest 
and shipments may be much de- 
layed when most needed. The re- 
sponsibility of manufacturera to put 
forth every reasonable effort to help 
meet the situation should not be 
overlooked.

SUMMER HINTS 
FOR GARDENER. 


Rich Soil of Cold Frames too 
| Often Wasted. 


* 


Should be Put to Intensive 
Use Through Season. 


Do not Allow Vegetables to 
Crowd Each Other.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Garden- 
ers too often waste the producing 
power of the rich, well-tilled soil of 
cold frames after early-started 
crops have been removed and set 
in the garden, say specialists of the 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


It should be recognized, the spe- 
Clalists point out, that most of the 


garden crops of early spring which 
ordinarily cann 


hot weather sets in, can be grown 
satisfactorily at such a time in cold 
frames. Among such vegetables are 
lettuce, radishes and early beets. All 
these plants thrive best under cool, 
fairly moist conditions. The sides 
of the cold frames furnish a partial 
shade and a good protection from 
drying winds, and so help to simu- 
late conditions found in the spring 
in the open. If it is desired, slats 
placed an inch or two apart, or 
light cheese cloth, may be placed 
over the cold frame to still further 
increase the shade. 

Lettuce and radish seed may be 
planted together in the frames. The 
ishes will mature ' 


planted thick, surplus lettuce 
should be removed when the plants 
are a few inches high. If spaced 
an inch or so the surples plants 


large enough to be eaten. The let- 
tuce plants which are to be allowed 
to head should be left about six 
inches apart. 

Beets may be planted between the 
rows of lettuce after the latter is 
well along and permitted to grow 
after the lettuce has been harvested. 

By planting these crops successive- 
ly cold frames may be put to in- 
tensive use throughout the growing 
season.

SUDDENLY BY HEN BERRY. 


Fat Boss of the Seals All of a Sudden Hands His Man- 
ager a Release and will Run the Team Himself—Jerry 
Downs to Act as Field Captain for the Remainder of 


the Season.

Berry, perspiring like a harvest 
hand and looking like a well-fed 
Cupid, tossed a bombshell into the 
ranks of his players after today’s 
game, when he sent a letter to 
Harry Wolverton, telling him he was 
no longer the manager of the Seals. 
GETS HIS MONEY. 

Wolverton has a three-year con- 
tract at $6000 a year, which expires 
this year. Berry will pay him the 
full amount of his contract and take 
charge of his club himself. Berry 
is saving no money by this move, 
but he says he and Wolverton could 
not get along in business matters, 
and as he is the man who is paying 
the bills, he has the right to pay 
Wolverton and let him go. 

The San Francisco baseball play- 
ere were astounded. So was Wol- 
| verton. The latter would not talk 
when he came to the club office, but 
the ball players gathered in Berry's 
Private office and sent for him. 
They thought Wolverton was being 
let out because he did not handle 
the so-called baseball strike to suit 
Berry, and if that was the case, 
some of them said they would not 
0 to Salt Lake tonight. 

EXPLANATION, 

Berry came in, mopping his brow, 
and told the boys that they had 
nothing to do with this. He said he 
had the highest regard for Wolver- 
ton as a manager, but that he could 
not get along with him in a business 
way. When the boys heard that 
Wolverton would be paid in full, and 
that his discharge had nothing 
whatever to do with the action of 
the ball players regarding the pro- 
posed salary cut, they concluded it 
was none of theit funeral, and got 
ready to go to Salt Lake. 

This thing has been working. on 
Berry for months. He likes ol- 
verton as a man, and speaks highly 
of him as a manager. 

Berry realizes that he will come 
in for a lot of criticism in letting go 
the manager of a team that ie lead- 
ing the league and he is prepared 
to stand for it. If the team slumps, 
Berry will de made the goat.

NEVER AGAIN. 

Berry says that never again will 
he have a bench manager.

Berry will go to Chicago and 
take a look around and get a line 
on some ball players that he can 
call in if some of his present crew 
do not act to suit him.

Bankers Render Great Service 
of Patriotism. 


BY THOMAS F. FORD. ° 

The comparative ease with 
the people of the United States ab- 
sorbed the huge Liberty Loan of 
$2,000,000,000 may seem to be a tre- 
mendous accomplishment to the av- 
erage man not accustomed to study- 
ing statistics relating to our national 
wealth and resources, but when we 
stop and analyze these figures the | 
magnitude of the undertaking dimin- 
ishes somewhat in the light of what 
we discover. 

As compared with our national 
wealth of $250,000,000,000, the Lib- 
erty Loan of $2,000,000,000 shrinks 
to a compar&tively insignificant 
sum, being but 1 1-4 per cent. of 
our total wealth. It represents but 
1-12 of the value of our 
total domestic manufactures, 
which amounted to $24,000,000,000 
last year and our foreign commerce 
of $7,000,000,000 amounts to 3 1-2 
times the sum of the Liberty Loan. 

Taken in comparison with the 
total of the deposits in our savings 
banks we find that it represents just 
2-5 of this sum, our 12,000,000 odd 
savings depositors having §5,000,- 
060,000 laid up against a rainy day. 
These 12,000,000 savings bank de- 
pesitors, representing as they do the 
rank and file of the nation, could 
have absorbed the Liberty Loan by 
each depositor taking approximately 
$182 of his $425 of savings and buy- 
ing his bonds for cash. This is of 
course assuming that the deposits 
were equally divided, which they are 
not. 

This, however, is not what hap- 
pened, and it was carefully planned 
that it should not happen, for the 
withdrawal of that amount of cash 
at one fell swoop would have seri- 
ously affected the nation’s financial 
structure, for the funds of savings 
banks are invested largely in long- 
time, non-fluid securities of the most 
seasoned and proven dividend and 
interest payine character, such as 
bonds, first mortgages on gilt edged 
realty and dividend paying stocks of 
proven stability. 

What did occur was that. in addi- 
tion to the large subscriptions made 
by great corporations and wealthy 
individuals, the savings banks of the 
country arranged to buy millions of 
dollars worth of these bonds for 
their depositors, permitting the de- 
positor to pay for them in weekly m- 
stallments. One of the most im- 
portant and beneficent effects of this 
plan will be that the bonds will be 
largely paid for out of current in- 
come, the payments required being 
so small, that the average sub- 
seriber will prefer to pay each week 
and allow his permanent deposit to 
stand. The result will be that the 
raising of this huge sum will not 
ceuse a riffie in the fixed investments 
of the country and will also have a 
tendency to further encourage thrift 
among the people, for experience in 
the banking business proves, that 
once a depositor starts making fixed 
deposits, he rarely ever fails to con- 
tinue and as a result the banks will 
secure thousands of new depositors 
and the nation will have gained in 
that a greater number of the people 
will become S&vers, hence better 
citizens. 

The nation, as a whole, owes an 
everlasting debt to the bankers for 
this splendid result. They have per- 
formed a tremendous patriotic and 
important economic service and 
aside from the securing of a few 
new depositors they performed this 
great service without receiving one 
cent of remuneration of any kind or 
character, going even to the length 
of paying their own advertising bills. 
Private bankers, brokers and many 
business houses did likewise which 
proves conclusively that the heart ot 
this nation, be it that of the great 
financiers or of the simple workman 
is right, and the pulsebeat of true 
Patriotism is steady and sure, pres 
aging beyond doubt victory over Eu- 
rope’s mad autocrat.

HE EXEMPTION BOARDS. 

Now that approximately 10,000,000 stal- 
wart young Americans between the ages 
of 21 and 31 have answered their country’s 
call for service, the next step in the process 
of raising the 500,000 men who are to be 
actually called to arms under the selective 
draft law is, the creation, by Presidential 


appointment. of exemption boards through- 


out the country—one board of three men, 
not connected with the military establish- 
ment of the United States, for approximate- 
ly each 30,000 of population. 

That the selection of these boards is one 
of the gravest responsibilities that the 
President is called upon to assume must 
be evident to anyone who gives the mat- 
ter careful consideration. That flocks of 
“deserving Democrats” will seek appoint- 
ment is to be expected, not because of the 
financial remuneration, for there is none. 
nor for the honor and distinction that such 
an appointment confers, but for the tre- 
mendous political advantage that may ac- 
crue in the future. 

In addition to this, however, there are 
other reasons why the men appointed on 
these boards should be of the very highest 
integrity, for it is very certain that there 
are persons who will exert every possible 
influence, even to the offering of bribes, to 
influence these board members in exempt- 
ing their sons or friends from the opera- 
tion of the draft law. With this prospect 
of rich financial pickings in view it is not 
surprising that every art of political and 
other malign influence wil: be brought to 
bear to have men appointed that are sus- 
ceptible to influence in the matter of ex- 
empting those who, whether because of 
cowardice, or a total indisposition to do 
their share in the carrying on of the great 
struggle, are anxious to escape draft. : 

These boards, whose decisions are sub- 
ject to review only by the boards to be ap- 
pointed by the President in each Federal 
judicial district, which have final jurisdic- 
tion—except that findings may be set aside 
or reversed by the President—are clothed 
with tremendous power, and they should 
be chosen with the very greatest care in 
order that the provisions of the draft law 
may be carried out both in letter and spirit. 

Nor does all the danger lie in the local 
boards. The selection of the men who are 
to act on the Federal judicial district 
boards is equally important. These boards 
will deal principally with exemptions on 
occupational grounds, and opens up a wide 
pathway for those who will seek exemp- 
tion to make representations as to occupa- 
tion that may not be too closely scrutinized, 
thus gaining an unfair advantage over those 
who have neither the political, social nor 
other influences to gain for them the ad- 
vantage of exemption. 

That political influence will be utilized 


dy those seeking exemption is as certain 


as that other and more questionable meth- 
ods will be employed. In view of these 
circumstances, it is incumbent on the Presi- 
dent and his advisers to exercise the great- 
est care and consult with local men of high 
integrity and proven worth in the making 
of appointments on these exemption boards, 
for on the justice and fairness with which 
the ‘opefation of the draft law is executed 
will depend the temper and patriotism of 
the men who go forth under its mandate 
to sacrifice perhaps their very lives for their 
country. 

This is a grave business, fraught with 
far-reaching consequences, and The Times 
in uttering this warning is actuated by only 
the highest motives, having in view the fact 
that the men who are called to the colors 
under the draft law should be called in a 
manner that will leave not the slightest 
doubt as to the fairness, justice and abso- 
lute impartiality of the methods employed 
in their selection. 


ROHIBITION GONE MAD. 

There are two measures or prohibition 
now under consideration by Congress. One 
is the prohibition of the use of grain for 
the manufacture of aleohol or alcoholic bev 
erages during the war. This would pre- 
vent the making of whisky or beer. but 
would not interfere with the making of 
wine or brandy. It may pass, for it re- 
quires only a majority vote. 

The other measure is an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States au- 
thorizing the enactment by Congress of 
laws to prohibit the importation, manufac- 
ture, transportation, sale, gift, possession 
or use of alcoholic beverages of any kind, 
whether distijied, vinous or malt. [ft will 
require a two-thirds vote of Congress to 
submit this amendment to the States and 


a two-thirds vote of the States to place it 


in the Federal Constitution. 

The Times has always favored, and still 
favors, regulation by local law of the sa- 
loon as the most effective method of curb- 
ing, if not eradicating, the drink evil, and 
it would go as far in a crusade against the 
sale, importation or possession of distilled 
liquors as the most ardent prohibitionist. 

But it does not believe that the physical 
or moral health of the people of California 
requires the digging up of the vinevards or 
the preaching of the_gospel of vituperation 
against those who own them and work in 
them. Ik,“ said Rev. W. C. Bartlett, “vine- 
yards are going to curse the people, hu- 
manity in California is in a bad way and 
needs reconstruction from the nethermost 
parts to the bald crown of the head.” If a 
littie claret has become a demon to drive 


men and hogs into the sea, then it is evi- 


dent that both were on too low a plane of 
existence for any safe exaltation. But shall 
the vineyards be rooted up for all this? Is 
it not better to drown the swine and let 
the grapes still grow purple upon the bill 
sides? 

Prohibitionists are apt to pinch this ques- 
tion up in the vise of their morality. Let 
them read the first and second chapters of 


Genesis. God pronounced his work to be 


good, but there are men who question his 
verdict. No doubt there was a vineyard 
in Eden and ripe clusters close by the fig 
leaves. Thousands of millions of sinless 
hands have plucked the ripe clusters and 


pressed the juice from them for thousands 


of years and win do it again unless the 
walling prophets of prohibition shall pre 
vall in the nation. And if they prevail the 
next crusade will be against the demon 
tobacco and after that a raid may be made 
upon chewing gum.

A Question Still Before the House. 


WELL, Whar

ON T KNOW WHAT LIBERTY IS. 

Communism is coming rapidly to the 
front in Russia. Recent elections in Petro- 
grad have resulted in the selection of a 
municipal government which is said to be 
dominated by the revolutionary Socialists. 
This element is opposed to the formation of 
a Slav republic on a representative basis 
Similar to that of the United States. In 
fact, the revolutionary Socialists consider 
our plan of government almost as unsatis- 
factory as that of the czars. 80 revolu- 
tionary are these communists that they 
would banish the most advanced Socialists 
in this country as reactionaries. 


One of the first principles which the Rus- 
sian communists would put into effect is 
the confiscation of all real property in Rus- 
sia. They subscribe literally to the decla- 
ration of Proudhon that “all property is 
robbery.” They would take it from the 
present owners without compensation and, 
in order to prevent embarrassing claims, 
they have already assassinated scores of 
big landed proprietors. Reading the press 
reports, it would seem that these commun- 
ists have been cramming on the history of 
the French revolution and are re-enacting 
that great tragedy act by act. 

President Wilson's note to the Russian 
government has been warmly received in 
London and Paris, where its patriotic senti- 
ments are understood and appreciated: but 
it seems to have met with a chill in the 
Russian capital. The communists are prac- 
tically in control and they regard our gov- 
ernment as a Czaristie Republic.” Elihu 
Root and his commission have already ar- 
rived in Petrograd; but if the temper of 
the Russian people is correctly reflected 
in the Petrograd elections, they will be 
able to render but slight service to the 
cause of democracy. Socialism is sweep- 
ing Russia like a terrible malady: it is 
moré deadly to the country than the invad- 
ing armies of the Central Powers. Until 
it has run its course the other Entente na- 
tions will be compelled to bear the whole 
brunt of the fighting against military des- 
potism. 

An interesting sidelight on the point of 
view from which the Russian populace re- 
gards political liberty is afforded by a re- 
cent report of a French surgeon who was 
in charge of the Russian ward in a hospital 
“somewhere in France” when the Czar was 
dethroned. The morning after he entered 
the hospital and found the Russian interne 
extended on a reclining chair in the oper 
ating room smoking a cigarette’ ‘The phy- 
sician asked him mildly if he was ready 
to accompany him on the visit to the 
wounded. 


“That is a question,” the interne replied. 


“Russia is now free. Shall I or shall I not? 


My duty is to consider.” After reflecting 
deeply on this problem he arose, saying: 1 
shall go. I should. These wounded are 
my brothers who suffer.” 

In making the rounds the surgeon found 
that none of the Russian wounded would 
follow his directions. At each request the 
patient would submit the question to the 
other countrymen about him: they would 
consider it and decide by vote whether the 
orders of the surgeon should be obeyed or 
disregarded. All suggestion of authority 
was repugnant to them. It is not difficult 
to understand that government of such peo- 
ple, by such people, is certain to occasion 
widespread confusion and disorder. To en- 
ergetically prosecute a war under such con- 
ditions is impossible. 

One of the first acts of the revolutionist 
in many districts was to chase away the 
police and open wide the gates of all the 
penal institutions. The following resolu- 
tions were actually adopted by the released 
convicts of Odessa and forwarded to the 
revolutionary government: . 

We criminals of the common law 
actually released and our comrades still 
confined, in the hopes of recovering

These people have no adequate concep- 
tion of the meaning of the term liberty un- 
der the law. To them all legal restraint 
is autocratic restraint. Liberty means only 
license. Added to the revolutionary Social- 
ists are the union-laborites led by Kerens- 
ky. Some of the demands they have made 
upon the employers read very much like 
an ultimatom of Gompers or Tveitmoe, in- 
dicating that the guiding spirits are labor“ 
union refugees from this country. The dis- 
patches recount that they have demanded 
an increase of 50 per cent. in their wage 
scales and insist that it shall date back to 
the beginning of the war. All employers 
who refuse to accede are threatened with 
assassination and their factories are to be 
destroyed. Dispatches from Petrograd are 
to the effect that many large employers 
have surrendered to the municipal authort- 
tles and insist that they shall be impris- 
oned, for their own ‘protection, until the 
Wage controversies are settled. 

Such is a part of the brief record of the 
reign of Socialism and labor-unionism in 
Russia. While it is doing a great harm to 
the cause of democracy, it may do a little 
good by exposing the fallacies of Socialism 
and communism. The experience of Russia 
to the present time is such that the working 
classes of other countries are not likely to 
be enticed into following its example. An- 
archy and hunger are standing like wolves 
of the same pack at the door of the Russian 
peasant, while the pantry is empty. There 
is danger of a reaction that will carry back 
another autocratic government as despotic 
as that of the Czars; for the experience of 
government in other countries and times 
has been that Socialism invariably leads 
through the mire of anarchy to the fortress 
of military despotism.

It was a relief to have a pronounce- 
ment from the State Supreme Court that 
the California Railroad Commission has 
jurisdiction in the matter of grade cross- 
ings within the city. The ground has been 
cleared of the legal stumps; now let no 
time be wasted in going ahead with the de- 
velopment of the union terminal plan.

1 Bah, I lose all patience with 
em.” 

It was then that the young Ene- 
lishman, who recently arrived in 
this country with an honorable dis- 
charge after doing his dit in 
France, spoke up. 

“Yes,” he shid. “But you know, 
we had exactly the same trouble in 
England. We, too, had to have our 
hoardings placarded with appeals 
to ‘wake up.’ We, too, had to ad- 
vertise piteous appeals, ‘Your King 
and country need you.’ We, too, had 
to argue, bully, admonish, implore 
the men of England to do their 
duty. During the first few months | 
of the war, before conscription, you 
could have met a dozen men every 
day who would ask why England 
was in the war, why we were fight- 
ing other people’s battles; to de- 
Clare how readily they would have 
joined the colors if England had 
been invaded, but how strongly 
they objected to being sent to 
France Belgium and Mesa- 
potamia and the Dardanelles, to 
fight Russia's and France's battles 
for them. Don't be too hard on 
your coun , old chap—we are 
much farth away from the war 
over here, it is even more difficult 
for them to realize the Potsdam 
peril at this distance. 1 doubt 
whether England herself would 
ever have risen to the occasion but 
for the timely Zeppelins. It was 
the Zeppelins that made conscrip- 
tion possible in England. You 
have no such incentive over here.” 

But the eastern gentleman would 
not be appeased. He had nothing 
but criticism for what he regarded 
as our lack of enthusiasm and un- 
derstanding. He was full of data 
regarding our deficiencies. 

“Why,” said the Englishman, “It | 
took us eighteen months to wake 


in fifty miles of us across that lit- 
tle strip of channel, we yet could 
not make the vast provincial popu- 
lation of England realize that it 
was our war. Labor unions went 
on striking with airy selfishness, 
our businessmen and the newspa- 
pers caught up the fatuous cry of 
‘Business as usual,’ even while ter- 
rible streams of homeless, routed 
Belgians were pouring into the 
country for refuge. Even after the 
fall of Antwerp, which had been 
declared impossible, one met men 
everywhere who saw no reason for 
our being in the war. Yet this 
country has only been in the war 
a few months. Remembering what 
I do of my own country, it seems 
to me little short of miraculous 
how the American people have ris- 
en to the occasion.” 

At this point a doctor, recently 
returned from the Italian front, en- 
tered the conversation. 

“Every country is up against ex- 
actly the same sort of thing in this 
war,” he said. “It is quite natural. 
This is such a unique war. We 
had all been so carefully trained in 
national selfishness, trained, sub- 
consciously, perhaps, in the frm 
idea that wars must be strictly 
selfish, strictly for the aggrandize- 
ment of the participants, strictly 
for profitable victory. Yet here is a 
war more honestly for rights and 
principles than any war in his- 
tory. A war in which the entire 
world feels a sense of responsibil- 
ity, In which big and rather noble 
international ideals are being born 
through bitter travail.

OATMAN (Aris.) June 156-—Rea- 
sons for the increased activity and 
advanced price of United Eastern 
stock can be found in the develop- 
ments in the mine and in the opera- 
tion of the mill which is eclipsing 
records almost daily. As the weath- 
er becomes warmer, the mill re- 
sponds with an augmented output, 
so that June may surpass the daily 
average in May of 252 tons produc- 
tion.
